In comparison with other years, the 
state budget is not unreasonable, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that one- 
third of all welfare expenditures are 
met by the state.

As a furtiier feature marking the 
start of Bushnell's presidency, to 
which he was clio.sen last night by a 
vote of sixty-three to forty-eight 
over DwiRht B. MacCormack of Mil- 
ton, the club went on record unan- 
imously in urging the Republican 
members of the governor's council 
to vote ngainst confirmation of 
Frank A. Goodwin, former registrar 
of motor vehicles, for any State of- 
fice.

The whole story is out, and 
Mr. Goodwins' name has been an- 
nounced by the governor ns an ap- 
pointee to the jjosition of registrar 
of motor veliicels." 

The words, "the barbarian of 
School street" were included in the 
motion to name a committee to 
watch proceedings on Beacon Hill 
by Major Judson Hannigan, retiring 
president of the club. It was el- 
lowed to stand, although a mild pro- 
test was made by William Shaw Mc- 
Callum of Dedham. 

President Bu.shnell, one of the 
outstanding militant fighters among 
the State's Republicans and one of 
the hardest-hitting speakers again.st 
Curley in the November campaign, 
set the tempo of his presidency as 
follows:

Boston Chamber of Commerce Usues Careful Explanation Why 
Gov. Curley's Proposal Is Not Now Favored

(For Boston Chamber of Commerce) 
Governor Curley has recoiii- 
liieiiaed to the Legi.ilatHre that a 
''oiiati'utional convent .;ii be liaki, 
to consider four speeitU; amend- 
ments ot: our Stale Constitution, (1) 
a reduction in tlie size of tlie Leg- 
islature to one-half the present 
number, (l') aholition of the Gov- 
ernor's Council, ci) abolition of 
county govei'nmcut and (4) com- 
pulsoi'y retirement ot judges at 70 
years of age. He also referred to 
biennial legislative sessions, but in 
view ot the existence of an initia- 
tive petition for this amendment, it 
is not clear whether be would also 
have the convention consider it. 

Amendments of our State Ccn- 
stitntion do not occur frequently, 
and'Conslilutional Conventions are 
even more rare. Few people know 
either the Uuv or the history of the 
subject. There will be much dis 
oussion of this recommendation, bo 
we shall attempt to present the j 
facts and arguments as briefly as | 
possible, in order to lielp you to 
form your own opinion. 
How (an ('(insHfiilion He Amended 
There are thr(!e methods of 
amending ihe Constitution. T!i;3 Is 
important to know, for one of the 
first questions is why the Conven- 
tion sliould be selected in prefer- 
ence to the other methods. 

Tho firsit is the legislative amend- 
ment. The procedure is prescribed 
by Article -17 of the Anifi.dments 
to the Constiiution. .A proposed 
amendment may be introduced in 
the General Court by any citizen. 
For the Ceneral Court to act upon 
it requires a joint session of the 
Senate and the House, which tiiay 
be called for by either branch. If a 
majority of the full membership of 
both branches votes in favor in 
joint session, it is then referred to 
the next General Court. This may 
mtan a wait of two years, if the 
amendment is considered in the 
first of the two years in which each 
General Court hohls ofTice. if the 
next General Ccnirt also votes 
favorably, the amendment then 
goes to the voters at the next state 
election, In which a majority vote 
is necessary for adoiitiou. 

The second is the initiative 
amendment, also prescribed by 
Article 47. There is consideralile 
formality in getting an initiative 
amendment before the Genera! 
Court, hut it ii^ed not toaceru us 
liere,. except tli requirement that 
l!"i,nnn signature-' - voter.-, are ne- 
cessary on the petu.'m, and the 
fact that certain matters rel-tting 
to religion, the judiciary, appro- 
liriations, rights of individuals, etc., 
are excluded from the initiative 
method. Wlien the initiative amend- 
ment is finally before the General 
Court. It goes through the mill sub- 
stantially as other legislative hills 
except that the legi.slativo commit- 
te(> in reiiorting on it must submit 
>viilten recnmmendations, with 
iiaiJons therefor. A joint session 
must he held, at which an affirma- 
tive vote of one-fourth of the mem- 
i bera (70) is necessary to keep It 
! alive. If the one-fourth vote Is ob- 
tained, it goes to tlie next General 
Court where a similar vote is ne 
j cessnry. Then it goes to the voters 
at the next state election, where 
.not only mu.=it ibe afiirmative vote 
I necessary for adoiition he a ma- 
i joiity of th(! voles cast on the ques- 
I tion, but also at least 30 j er cent. 
[Of all votes cast in that elecijjii. 
j TIio ConstifHtloniil Convention 
j Xow we come to ITie third meth- 
!od,— -a Coiistiiiilional Convention 
' Voiiwjll tind nothing in (ho Coiisti- 
lUiWT nor l!u: Geiienil Laws pro- 
viding for a Convention, nor (uit- 
liiiing how it is to be oalh'd or 
conducted.

The 
best deecriiiliiiu we have run 
across, is contained in a biief tiled 
«illt the Hupreme Court in 11124 bv 



l-rank W. Grinnell, a recognized 
authority on constitutional law: 

"The principle of a C(}nstiliitional 
convention called by the people 
speaking through their representa- 
tives in the General Conn, after the 
General Court has first sulmiitled 
the question of calling such a con- 
vention to the voters, is an expri'ss- 
ly recognizeij constitutional method 
of applying the general principles 
contained in the preamble and in 
Articles IV, V, and VH of the iiill 
of Rights." 

There have been five conventions 
in the history of the Common- 
wealth. The first, in 177C, <irafted a 
Constitutiim which tlie vo(<-rs re- 
jected. The second, in 177!i-17X0 
drafted the Constitution which is 
now in effect, the voters having 
accepted it. The third, in 1S20, 
drafted nine amendments which the 
voters adopted. The fourth, in LS53, 
drafted a number of amendments 
which the voters rejected, although 
a number of them were accepted 
later as legislative amendments. 
Tlie fifth and last was held in 
l!)J7-lill8. at which 22 amendmenta 
were drafted and ac(<iited by tlie 
voters. 

Let us go bactv to the latest pre- 
cedent to learn the facts rogar<ling 
the procedure. The Illlfi session of 
the General Court, acting upon a 
recommendation from Governor Mc 
Call, enacted a law (Chapter 98) 
which provided that: 

II ) The voters would vote 
at the state election in Novem- 
ber, VMS, on the question of 
whether they wished a C(Uiven- 
tion "to revise, alter or amend 
the Constitution.'' 

(2) If the vote was in the 
afiirmative, there would be a 
special election in May, 1!U7, 
to choose delegates to the Con-^ 
vention. They \,ere to he chos- 
en without party designations, 
to the number of ;j2il, of which 
18 were to be elected at large, 
(54 from the 1« congressional 
districts and 240 from the same 
number of r(niresentalive dis- 
tricts. : 

C!) The Convention was to 1 
convene in June, 11)17, organ- 
ize, deliberate and decide upon 
the amendments. 

(4) Thesf' amendments wore 
to bo submitted to the voters 
in a manner directed by the 
Convention. 
1 ^ (5) The Couvcutiou was to 
fix the compensation of Us 
members, not exceiMling :f7,0u, 
plus "mileage" expenses. 
The voters deci<le<i that a Con- 
vention should he held, bv a vote 
of 217,000 to 121, 1)00. so the (dec- 
tion of delegates was held and tlie 
Convention met in June. 11)!;. I!s 
deliberations extended for almost 
five months, aii<| iu addition it held 
another session for two mouths in 
1918 and a two-day session in 1919. 
The total Btate appropriations for 
the expenses of the Convention 
were $,-,81,000, and In addition, the 
cities ?nd towns were put to the 
expense of holding speidal elec- 
tions, included in the 22 amend- 
ments which the Convention pro- 
posed and the voters adopJed, were 
the initiative and leferJndum! 
the executive budget, hiennial 
elections, consolidation of state de- 
iwrtments, restrictions upon state 
loans, zoning, billboaiil regulation 
absentee voting, and the so-called 
anti-aid amendment.

TOUGH JOB FOR BUSHNELL 

The election of Robert T. Bushnell, former district 
attorney of Middlesex county, as president of the Republican 
club of Massachusetts, represents a desperate move on the 
part of the Bay State Republicans to regain their former 
place in the political firmament. 

Republicanism in this state was sick during the regime 
of Judson Hannigan, and it is still far from being a well 
subject.

It is wise to advertise the 
recreational facilities of Massachusetts. 
Whelhcr or not, under existing iinancial 
conditions, it is wise to spend money on 
these projects and reforms is a matter for 
the Legislature to decide. Wisdom by itself 
cannot justify increased expenditures; pow- 
er to pay without hardship must be the 
principal factor in a decision for or against 
such increases. 

Prevention, if it is possible, of any in- 
crease in the budget and resort to tlic sur- 
tax to efTcct a larger decrease in the state 
tax than Curley proposes seems to us wiser 
than increasing flie budget and using the 
surtax principally for the purpose of ob- 
taining budgetary equilibrium.

Will Seek to Recover. 
While admitting the Improbability 
of the State's recovering any of the 
money, the governor said he had re- 
quested Atty.-Oen.

The liquidations referred to by the 
governor occurred while Joseph C.

BOSTON, Jan. HO -Gov. James M. 
Curley told Democratic members ot 
the legislature at a luncheon at tlie 
City club yesterday afternoon tliat 
state department heads, in the past.

Jan. 29— A complete over- 
hauling of the system which has been 
in use in the handling of the closed 
banks of the ;?tate b.v the State Bank- 
ins Department, includinR the dii- 
chai-ge of all the liquidating agents, 
will go into effect. Gov. Curley toM a 
large group of department heads at 
the State House this afternoon. 

In a scathing attack on the methods 
pursued by the banking department 
which, he alleged, have cost the de- 
positors more than $l.(iOU.OOiJ, the 
Governor turned his guns on the 
"outside coimsel" retained and de- 
clared that in virtually every one of 
the bank reorganizations or liquida- 
tions the firm of Roiios. Gray, lioyden 
& I'erkins. with which former-Gov. Ely 
had been a.ssnciatc-J. sfccured fees. 

"Evidently," the tJovernor went on, 
"the banking depJirtmcnf of our State 
\va.s conducted principally for the 




benefit of a group of attorneys and 
their friends, for there was one firm 
on the list which was in on every 
hank and the lion's share of the pay- 
ments went to the best known legal 
firms of the State, firms known as po- 
litical lawyers." 

The Governor added that the activi- 
ties of the attorneys should be mvesli- 
sated. 

"This situation," the Governor went 
on. "calls for a thorough cleaning out. 
The system must be changed. The 
liquiilating agents must be discharged 
and the attorneys necessary to handle 
the affairs of the lianks secured from 
the office of the Attorney General." 

Yesterday the Governor e.Kjjrcssed 
the belief "that the cost of the attor- 
neys for the closed institutions was 
about .$1,000,000. 

"Since then," he .said today. "I have

The criticism leveled by the i:;overn- 
or at the banking department came 
when he addressed a conference of 
virtually all departmental and divis- 
ional heads of the State Government 
-in the Gardiner Auditorium on the 
subject of cooperation, economy and 
efficiency. 

After citing a number of instances 
in which he believed that several hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars could be 
saved the taxpayers through lessen- 
ing automobile traveling exi)enses. 
telephone calls outside of department 
quarters, etc., the Governor advised 
the sober-faced audience that "ego- 
|ti.sm and smug complacency must bo 
re)ilaced by efficiency an-J economy." 

Rep. Bernard P. Casey of Boston an- 
lounced, following the departmental 
■onference, that he would file with the 
lerk of the House of Representatives 
omorrow an order calling for the aji- 
pointmcnt of a special legislative com- 
ittee to investigate the activities ofj 
bank liquidating agents during the 
past year. 

"A systematic system of neglect.' 
was the way in which the Governo 
characterized the manner in whici 
some of the State's activities' hav 
been administered. He made this re 
mark after he had been told by .A.r 
thur E. Lyon, state commissioner o 
correction, that at the Shcrborn prisor 
for women the old inicket system for 
.sanitation is still in use. A simila 
system prevails at the State Prison a' 
Charlestown, the Governor was in 
formed. 

The Governor referred to the praise 
given the state administl-ation m th 
past for the econonjjcal manner i: 
which it conducted its activities am 
remarked that "these results weri 
brought about through the State ncg 
lecting its obligations to the people.' 
According to the Governor there i 
danger of pollution along the Merri 
mac River, arising from the many in 
dustrial plants on its shores, and h 
suggested that the Metropolitan Wate 
District look into this potential scuri 
of danger to the public health.

Hultman had indicated that he thought 
the time was past when such aid 
could be secured. 

Mr. Hultman suggested that tlie 
Governor's public works jirogram 
could be assisted by the construction 
of underpa.sses along the Revere 
Beach parkway, badly needed, he said, 
for the construction of a highway 
ii along the Xantasket reservation and 
the planting of large numbers of trees 
on Metropotitan district property.

BOSTON, Jan. 30— A scathing 
attack on methods pursued by the 
State Banking Department was 
made late yesterday by Gov. James 
M. Curley, during which he said ths 
cost to deix)sitoi-s of closed banks 
had been S2, 189,958 in the past 10 
years through use of outside coun- 
sel, or twice as much as he origi- 
nally had understood to have been 
the cost. 

The Governor called for a com-

Charges Favoritism | 

In Cui-ley's attack on the methods 
pursued by the Banking Depart-; 
ment, methods which, he alleged, ; 
have cost the depositors more than ,

Belief that the cost of the attor-

much, about $2,200,000." 

Believes Cost Could Be Cut 
It is the belief of the Governor 
that the work could have been con- i 
ducted for $1,000,000, allowing for 
*0 ?ppc:,^l as.'istr^n^ attorneys ^en- 
f:r?i\ at an anriu-il .salary of $.5,000, 
the remainder being represented by 
clerical hire, etc. 

After citing a number of in- 
stances in which he believed that 
several hundreds of thousands of 
dollars could be saved the tax- 
payers through the lessening in au- 
tomobile traveling expenses, tele- 
phone calls outside of department 
quarters, etc., the Governor advised 
the audience that "egotism and 
smttg complacency must be re- 
placed hy efficiency and economy." 
Curiey said it is difficult to make 
state departments self-sustaining. 
The only one that is. he said, is 
the Department of Fisheries and 
Game which supports itself with 
revenue from permits. He suggest- 
ed that other departments that give 
permits ought to seek to use their 
revenue to make the departments 
self-sustaining. 

George Cronin. purchasing agent, 
■was called upon for mention of pos- 
sible economies in his department. 
Cronin suggested that department 
heads scrutinize requisitions care- 
ftliy before forwarding them. 

Ciiaiies P. Howard, chairman of 
the Commission on Administration 
and Finance, was called another 
"watch dog of the treasury" by 
the Governor, as he arose to speak.

Hits Former System 
"A systematic system of neglect'' 
■was the manner in which the Gov- 
ernor characterized the manner in 
which pome of the state's activities 
have been administered. He made 
this remark after he had been told 
b>- Artiiur K. Lyman, state com- 
missioner of correction, that the 
Sherborn prison for women still 
used the old bucket system for san- 
itation. A similar system prevails 
at the state prison at Charlestown, 
the Governor was informed. 

The Governor referred to the 
praise given the State Administra- 
tion in the pnst for the economical 
manner in which it conducted it,e 
activities and remarked that 
"these results were brought about 
through the state neglecting its 
otilications to the people." 

\\'illiam F. Callahan, commission- 
er of public works, informed the 
Governor that he was ready for 
submiissioii, nubile works nrojects 
to the amount of $67,000,000. Among 
these were plans for new roadways 
and the elimination of grade cross- 
ings. The commissioner said $10.- 
000.000 more could be spent on the 
waterway improvements, these to 
include development of Boston 
Harbor and extension of Common- 
wealth Pier.

He suggested $6,400 
would be fair, with additional as- 
sessment for conscious suffering.

I Mr Bushnell .said that on the list 
I of lawyers accused by the Governor 
I and his secretary w.th having "plun- 
; dcred the savings" of depositors ap- 
peared the riames of some of the 
most respected, honorable, experi- 
enced and able members of the Mas- 
sachusetts bar. 

"One was a former president of 
the Boston Bar Association, recog- 
nized for a generation for his ability 
and character." he said.

If the State should follow the pre- 
cedent of the 1916 law, which pro- 
vided for our fifth and latest con- 
stitutional convention, how much 
time would be consumed in obtain- 
ing action (constitutional amend- 
ments) through a convention, and 
how would that time compare with 
the other two methods in which 
action by the General Court Is uo 
cessary? 

If it is decided to proceed under 
the Convention method, either the 
1935 or 1936 session of the General 
Court would enact the necessary 
legislation. This would provide that 
the question of whether a Conven- 
tion should be held, would go be- 
fore the voters at the next state 
election in November, 1936. If the 
vote Is in favor, an election of dele- 
gates would be held in the spring 
of 1937, and the Convention would 
meet in that year. Any amend- 
ments adopted by the Convention 
would be placed before the voters 
for adoption at the state election 
in 1938. 

Under the legislative method, 
either the 1935 or 1936 session ol 
the General Court would pass upon 
specific amendments, if and when 
introduced. A majority vote in 
favor would automatically refer 
the amendments to the 1937 ses- 
sion. If again favored, they would 
go to the voters for adoption at the 
state election in November, 193S. 

Initiative amendments would oc- 
cupv the same time. They would 
be presented to the 1936 session 
of the General Court, considered in 
the 1936 and 1937 sessions, and be 
submitted to the voters in 1938. 

It must be noted that compulsory 
retirement of judges is a subject 
excluded from initiative amend- 
ments, but it may be acted upon 
as a legislative amendment. 

The question may arise as to 
whether any short cuts can be 
taken in the Convention method, so 
that a vote on specific amendments 
can be obtained at the state elec- 
tion in 1936. It appears possible 
but improbable. 

For example, a special election 
might be held in 1935 on the ques- 
tion of calling a Convention, there- 
by eliminating the delay until the 
next state election in November 
1936. but this would be expensive 
and it would bring out only a scat- 
tering vote. An affirmative vote at 
such "an election might then result 
,n crowding the election of dele- 
gates, the meeting ot the Conven- 
tion and reference to the voters 
into the year 1936. In the absence 
of an extreme emergency or any 
strong public demand, 'seniiment is 
likely to be against such haste. 
Is A Convention >'ecessary? 

Governor Curley based his sug- 
gestion for a Convention upon four 
specific proposals, and the alleged 
advantages of a Convention over 
the initiative method. Other rea- 
sons might be advanced. It might 
be stated that the General Court 
is so immersed In the thousands 
of proposals for legislation during 
it^regular sessions that it could 
^_t devote sufficient time and study 
to these proposals for constitu- 
tional amendments. 

It might also be suggested that 
the proposal to reduce the size of 
the General Court is not likely to 
receive the affirmative votes of a 
majority of the members of the 
General Court. In support of this 
thought, the fate of the biennial 
session petition in the 1934 session 
might be cited. 

It the observer should care to go 
back into history, he would find 
that in 1S?.3. thpre was an unsuc- 
cespfiil effort to have a Convention 
callofl, largely to fonsider the 
Iniethod of representation in the 

eneral Court. A committee of the 
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General Court reported in favor of 
a Convention, its chairman giving 
as one of the reasons that the 
House could never be persuaded to 
adopt a reform that would cost 
some of its members their places. 

But there are strong arguments 
which can be raised against hold- 
ing a Convention at this time. Pre- 
ceding Conventions wore called 
because of the prevailing feeling 
that many important amendments 
were needed. For example, in 1916, 
Governor McCall suggested a Con- 
vention for the reason that 63 years 
had elapsed since the last one. In 
that period only piecemeal revision 
had been attempted, whereas the 
social and industrial changes called 
for "connected and careful revi- 
sion," reflecting the settled opinion 
of the time. Likewise, the 1S53 
Convention was ordered because of 
the public feeling that a general 
revision of the Constitution was 
needed. 

The present situation is quite 
dissimilar. Only 17 years have 
elapsed since the last Convention, 
and the need of extensive amend- 
ments is not recognized either by 
the governor or by the public. In 
the 191S Convention, a proposal for 
an amendment to require a vote of 
the people every 20 years on the 
question of calling a Convention, 
was defeated, the prevailing senti- 
ment being that so frequent Con- 
ventions were unnecessary. 

There will be many who will 
argue that the present is an inop- 
portune time in which to hold a 
Convention. They will assert that 
public opinion is in a state ot fiux, 
and that ill-considered, unwise and 
impetuous changes in the Consti- 
tution are liable to result. In this 
connection, it is interesting to ob- 
serve that anotiier reason advanced 
for calling a Convention in lSo3 
was the fact that that period was 
favorable to calm consideration, 
apart from strong party feeling 
and great political excitement. 

Finally, the heavy expense in- 
volved in a Convention, would sug- 
gest that the possibilities of amend- 
ments by the legislative or initia- 
tive methods should first be ex- 
plored. It there is a strong public 
demand for the amendments as 
proposed by the Governor, the Gen- 
eral Court should P.nd the time and 
the Inclination to give proper con- 
sideration to them. Action through 
these methods would be no slower 

' than through a Convention, and j

Only one 
lone amendment has ever been .sub- 
rnitted by the "initiative" plan — and 
that one was rejected. It hardly 
looks as if the last named were "the 
ordinary method," as the governor 
rather rashly has assumed. 

As above implied, there are three 
ways of amending our state Con- 
stitution. The first is the legisla- 
tive amendment. The procedure is 
prescribed by Article 47 of the 
-Amendments to the Constitution. 
A proposed amendment may be in- 
troduced in the General Court, by 
any citizen. For the Genei-a! Court 
to act upon it requires a joint ses- 
sion of the Senate and the House, 
which may be called for by either 
branch. If a majority of the full 
membership of both branches votes 
in favor in joint session, it is then 
referred to the next General Court. 
This may mean a wait of two years, 
if the amendment is considered in 
the first of the two years in which 

each General Court holds office. If 

the next General Court also votes 
favorably, the amendment then goes 

to the voters at the next state elec- 
tion, in which a majority vote is 

necessary for adoption.

If a majority of the full 
membership of both branches votes 
in favor in joint session, it is then 
referred to the next General Court. 
This may mean a wait of two years, 
if the amendment is considered in 
the first of the two years in which 
each General Court holds office. If 
the next General Court also votes 
favorably, the amendment then goes 
to the voters at the next state elec- 
tion, in which a majority vote is 
necessary for adoption. 

The second is the initiative 
amendment, also prescribed by 
Article 47.
